They followed his Majefty into the 
room where the States were affembled, when his 
Majefty made the following propofitions< ‘ ‘That 
his Majelty fhould have right to declare war or con- 
clude peace, wihout confulting the States previoutly ;

without any diftin@ion of Order, or birth; and that 
certain other privileges pertaining tothe lands and 
goods of tie Nobility-thatt-be-corm=we——on tha.

ly acceded to thefe propofitions ; but the Equeltrian 
Order required time to deliberate'on the propofitions, 
‘the firft of which tended to abolifh, in a point the 
mioft effential. and fundamental, that form of go- 
vernment which his Majefty agreed to in 1772. 

The four Orders baving feparated, the nobility 
went to their own hall, where wiey continued fit- 
ting till the aftetroon. . 

On the 23d and 24th, a new election of mem- 
bers was held for tlie Secret Committee, and the o- 
ticr offices vacant by the Lords and Gentlemen 
who were imprifoned by his Majeity..
